For ti l is Ktriking species (Oriohis meiliaims), whose occur“ 
renee in Siam was first recorded in the Natuicil History Supplement, 
Yoh IX, No, 2, December, 1933, additional information is now avail¬ 
able for Kao Sabap, Southeast Siam, where the first specimen was 
obtained on Januaiy 0, ] 930, Otiiing tbe last week in October and 
all of Novembei', 1933, tbe bird was found to be fairly common on 
the upper slopes of the mono tain, and four to six were seen daily,, 
usualiy in pairs. The birds frequented tbe tops of the higlie.st trees 
in the dense evergreen forest whicli cov^ers the mountain, and were 
diflicultTo obtain. The bird lias a short, harsh note which is charac¬ 
teristic and easily distinguished from that of the black-naped oriole 
witli wliicli it was sometimes associated. Five specimens were 
secured. It is interesting to note, as lieariug on the winter range of 
the species in Siam, that Nai Siah, Bangkok e{>]Iector and taxidermist, 
in December, 1933, obtained a specimen on Kao Seming, the isofatetl 
mountain near Krat m Southeast Siam, and another in February, 
1934, at Ban Tilling Luang, on the Fran River, West Siam*

No, V. Python Egg and Young/ 

This egg was from a batch of tiventy found beside our garage 
in Bangkok in July, 1932. J^hey were on the ground under a pile 
of tree limbs, in a compact mass, due'to tbeir being held together by 
adhesion.s at the sites of the nearly circular white areas seen on tfie 
speeimeiL The mass was covered by dirty leaves also struck to 
the eggs. 

The egg measures 31 by 2| inches. The covering is a tliick, 
leathery, parchment-like membrane, without lime salts. The young 
snake, taken from another egg, is 22 inches long It waa attached 
to the remaining portion of the egg content (a yellowish substance 
occupying about one-fonrtli of the egg cavity) by a rather stout cord, 
the stump of which can he seen on the specimen. This cord was 
formed bv the union of many small, lilamentons strands that came 
from the egg substance ; when severed during removal, a surprisingly 
large quantity of blood escaped from the snake. 

A fair-sized python was seen in our garage in 1929* Since 
that time a number of cats have disappeared from our and neigh-
